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KILLER mum Rekha Kumari- 
Baker “sabotaged” social 
workers’ attempts to help her 
daughters, according to a ser¬ 
ious case review published 
this week. 

The report into the conduct of 
childcare experts and other 
professionals in the run-up to the 
murder of teenagers Davina and 
fasmine Baker by their mother in 
fune 2007 concluded the tragedy 
could not have been prevented. 

But it said a key assessment was not 
good enough and made 11 recommend¬ 
ations for improvement. 

Kumari-Baker, who last September was 
convicted of stabbing Davina, 16, and 
Jasmine, 13, to death at their home in 
Stretham, did not respond to a request to 
contribute to the investigation. 

Her trial heard social workers had been 
contacted on several occasions about the 
welfare of Davina following concerns 
about the “aggressive”, “erratic” and 
“authoritarian” parenting of her mother. 

But while report author Helen Chrystal 
acknowledged Kumari-Baker physically 
and emotionally abused the girls, she said 
there was no evidence she posed a 
“serious risk”. 

Ms Chrystal concluded: “The serious 
case review panel was unable to identify

any factors that could have raised 
reasonable suspicion the children would 
be seriously assaulted or killed. 

“Nor could the panel identify any 
reasonable action that could have been 
taken to prevent their deaths.” 

She said: “It is clear that, although there 
was some good practice overall, the 
considerable involvement and inter¬ 
ventions of the agencies and professionals 
over several years did not impact as 
effectively on improving the children’s 
outcomes as they might have expected, 
because often the mother would sabotage 
the work carried out.” 

In a report to members of Cambridge¬ 
shire County Council’s cabinet on Tues¬ 


day, director of children’s services Adrian 
Loades conceded an assessment in 2005 
was “not good enough” but would not 
have prevented contact between Kumari- 
Baker and her daughters. 

Ms Chrystal said lessons to be learnt 
included the need to keep children’s wel¬ 
fare as the focus in cases where parents 
reject expert help and the importance of 
recognising that emotional abuse can be 
as damaging to a developing child as any 
other form of harm. 

She said detailed assessments must be 
carried out whenever there is reason to 
suspect a youngster is suffering emotional 
abuse, and called for the views of children 
themselves to be taken into account. 


Ms Chrystal said robust action must be 
taken when pupils miss school without 
clear reasons, that agencies must work 
closely together, and that assumptions 
about families do not lead to information 
from relatives, friends and neighbours 
being ignored. Kumari-Baker was div¬ 
orced from the girls’ father, David Baker, 
and Ms Chrystal said views of both par¬ 
ents must be taken into account in future. 

Felicity Schofield, the chairman of the 
Cambridgeshire Local Safeguarding 
Children Board, said she accepted the 
findings of the review in full. 

Kumari-Baker, now 42, never revealed 
why she attacked her daughters and will 
not be considered for release until 2040.

A DEPRESSED father of three killed 
himself by tying a bin liner over his 
head, an inquest heard last week. 
Michael Southworth, of Scholars 
Walk, Cambridge, was found dead on

Leisure centre 
cash payout 
Ms madness’ 


HUNDREDS of thou¬ 
sands of pounds have 
been spent already on 
Ely’s new leisure centre 
project - even though 80 
per cent of residents 
object to the proposed 
location. 

Cash-strapped East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council 
(ECDC) has paid out around 
£400,000 of developer 106- 
funding. 

Architects’ fees have cost the 
council almost £300,000 and a 
further £45,000 has been spent 
on highways work as leisure 
bosses press ahead with build¬ 
ing a state-of-the-art “sports 
village” on land at Downham 
Road, off the A10. 

Figures show the council has 
also spent £17,000 on archae¬ 
ology surveys at the site. 

Liberal Democrats say the 
Tories are leaving the district in 
an “extremely precarious” 
financial position by commit- 
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ting so much cash to the 
project. 

But the Conservatives deny 
this and say residents deserve 
better leisure facilities. They 
see the “money well spent" 
ahead of a planning appli¬ 
cation for the £llmillion 
project being submitted later 
this year. 

Cllr Ian Allen, the Lib Dem 
leader, said: “This is total mad¬ 
ness. The Tories have spent all 
this 106 money on a project 
which is going nowhere. 

“They have no idea of how 
they are going to finance this 
leisure centre and yet they 
continue to spend money 

“They are pinning their 
hopes on the 2012 Olympics 
generating new money for 
sport and a levy on house 
building in the future.” 

A spokesman for ECDC 
confirmed around £400,000 of 


106-funding had been spent 
on the project but said that 
was on par with what the 
authority had budgeted. 

Cllr Peter Cresswell, chair¬ 
man of the council’s com¬ 
munity services committee, 
said: “We are not putting the 
district in a precarious sit¬ 
uation, we are just being opti¬ 
mistic and planning ahead. 

“East Cambridgeshire is a 
fast-growing district and for 
years, the Downham Road site 
has been highlighted as the 
best site, although we are 
aware there are people who 
don’t agree with that. 

“We are attempting to create 
an Olympic legacy and this 
new sports village will benefit 
the whole region, not just Ely.” 

A district council consult¬ 
ation into the leisure project 
last summer showed 80 per 
cent of people in the district 
wanted to see the new facility 
built at the city’s existing 
Paradise Centre site.

ELY Rail Bridge, near the city’s railway 
station, has been crashed into more 
times than any other bridge in Britain. 
It has been bashed into a total of 16 
times in the past year, making it the 
worst in Britain. 

Despite having multiple warning signs 
and flashing red lights warning 
motorists about its 9ft height 
restrictions, lorries, camper vans and 
caravans continue to crash into it. 
According to Network Rail, satellite 
navigation systems are one of the 
main reasons for the bridge being 
crashed into repeatedly. 

Last March, the East of England 
Ambulance Service even banned its 
new fleet of emergency vehicles from 
going under the bridge over fears of 
limited headroom. 

Councillors have been campaigning 
for years for the bridge to be raised or 
for the road to be lowered, but 
highways bosses insist it is 
motorists’ ignorance that is the 
problem.

Thief grabs man’s 
treasured items

A MAN has described his horror 
after thieves broke into his home 
and stole sentimental items 
belonging to his late father. 

Marc Silcock, 32, says he feels 
“crippled” after burglars raided his house 
-just six weeks after he moved in. 

After being made redundant and losing 
his home in Soham earlier this year, Mr 
Silcock was housed on Ely’s High Barns 
council estate and was looking forward to 
a fresh start. 

But while visiting his girlfriend in 
King’s Lynn for the weekend, yobs forced 
their way into his house and made off 
with thousands of pounds worth of 
possessions. 

Among the items stolen were his late 
father’s wedding ring, a pair of his dad’s 
cherished gold Harrods cufflinks and a 
gold anchor key ring that his father used 
to carry on his keys. 

The culprits also made off with his 
nine-year-old son Luke’s Playstation 3, a 
total of 21 games and four Blu-ray films, 
as well as a pot of loose change. 

Mr Silcock said: “Knowing that 
someone has broken into your house and

gone through your possessions is 
horrible. 

“I feel sick and crippled that they have 
taken my dad’s things. 

“Dad died when I was 15 so these are 
such important memories that someone 
has now taken. 


“If I was having a bad day I’d 
sometimes put dad’s wedding ring on 
and have a chat with him but now I can’t 
do that.” 

Burglars forced their way inside his 
home through the back living room 
window overnight on Saturday, August 
28. 

Mr Silcock returned home on the 
Sunday and discovered the aftermath. 

He said: “I didn’t spot anything wrong 
until I noticed the Playstation 3 had 
vanished which is when I realised how 
much they had actually taken. 

“I think they got away with around 
£2,500 worth of stuff. 

“I was looking forward to a fresh start 
here, somewhere where I can start to get 
on with my life and where my son and 
step-children can come and visit. 

“Now I feel so unsettled and on edge 
it’s awful. 

“At the end of the day, I can soon buy 
another Playstation and more computer 
games but losing dad’s things is 
irreplaceable.” 

A police spokesman confirmed the 
incident was being investigated although 
forensic teams had visited Mr Silcock’s 
home and were unable to find any 
fingerprints.

Eel catcher shows ancient craft 


VISITORS to Wicken Fen Nature 
Reserve became true fenmen for the 
day on Saturday. 

Peter Carter, the last known 
traditional eel catcher in the Fens, 
was at the reserve to give people a 
unique insight into his centuries-old 
profession. 

Eels can be said to run in Mr 
Carter’s blood as family records can 


trace 20 generations of his 
ancestors, dating back nearly 500 
years, who have been involved in eel 
catching. 

The Carter family have also been 
involved in other traditional fenland 
trades and crafts such as peat and 
reed cutting, willow weaving and 
wildfowling. 

And still to this day, Mr Carter 


uses traditional hand made willow 
traps to catch eels along the 
waterways of Cambridgeshire. 

At the reserve, people were able 
to set their own eel traps and try 
some eels caught by Mr Carter. 

He also gave a demonstration of a 
punt gun made in the early 19th 
century and used for wildfowling.

verdict of not guilty in her case, 

Mark Loveridge, 34, and Murphy 
Loveridge, 19, were released on 
bail and ordered to return to court 
for sentence on Friday, September 
17. 

A British Transport Police 
spokesman said: “This was a very 
detailed and prolonged inquiry 
that looked into a large number of 
incidents over a wide geographical 
area. 

“The offences caused misery for 
commuters and we welcome the 
pleas that have been entered by 
the defendants. 

“Criminality such as this will not 
be tolerated on the railway and we 
will work closely with the train 
operating companies to bring 
offenders before the courts.”

Bridge smash 
van man fined

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A VAN driver left red-faced after 
getting his vehicle stuck under a 
railway bridge has appeared 
before court. 

Kawa Khadir, 37, caused almost five 
hours of chaos for motorists after his van 
became wedged beneath the bridge near 
Ely Railway Station. 

There are numerous warning signs and 
flashing red lights at the bridge to alert 
drivers about height restrictions. 

Emergency services were called to the 
collision just after 7am on June 15 but did 
not free the vehicle until 11.30am. 

Khadir, of St Margaret’s Road, 
Peterborough, pleaded guilty at Ely 
Magistrates’ Court on Thursday to a charge 
of driving without due care and attention. 

Laura Mardell, prosecuting, said: “Mr 
Khadir’s white Mercedes van got stuck 
beneath the second bridge near the railway 
station. 

“At the bridge there are warning signs 
about height restrictions and flashing red 
lights to alert drivers but Mr Khadir told 
police he had not seen them.” 

Unrepresented in court, Khadir said: 
“That morning my company gave me a 
different van to drive so it was a vehicle I 
wasn’t used to driving. 

“I thought the height of it was the same

as the other van I drive, which is why I 
went underneath the bridge. 

“It wasn’t until I felt the roof hit the 
bridge that I knew it was obviously too tall 
and that I should have gone over the bridge 
instead.” 

Magistrates endorsed three penalty 
points on Khadir’s driving licence and 
fined him £80. 

He was also ordered to pay £35 costs and 
£15 victim surcharge. 

The bridge has caught out several drivers 
recently and earlier this year, highways 
bosses were urged to lower the road so 
more vehicles could pass underneath. 

But Cambridgeshire County Council 
insisted there are sufficient warning signs 
at the bridge to alert drivers to the height 
restrictions.

DEVELOPERS have 
been given the go- 
ahead to build 14 new 
homes on the outskirts 
of a village. 

Despite concerns about 
increased traffic and over¬ 
crowding, planning bosses 
have given approval to 14 
new dwellings on land at 
Newmarket Road, Stretham. 

A mixture of flats and 
houses will now be built on 
land which was formerly 
number 21. 

The site will see Cam¬ 
bridge-based firm DPA 
Architects Ltd erecting five 
one and two-bedroom flats 
within the village envelope 
and three one-bedroom 
flats, two two-bedroom 
houses and four three- 
bedroom houses just outside 
the envelope. 

Car parking, access 
arrangements and land¬ 
scaping will also be created 
on the land. 

However, the parish 
council wanted to see the 
scheme thrown out. 

A report into the prop¬ 
osals said: “The site is 
outside the settlement 
boundary. 

“There are also serious 
concerns over the increase 
in traffic onto the already 
busy A1123.” 

East Cambridgeshire 
District Council (ECDC) had 
received one letter of 
objection from a neighbour 
who said three-storey flats 
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were “not in keeping with 
other properties in the 
locality” and that the “dev¬ 
elopment would have 
adverse impact on density 
and traffic generation”. 

But County Highways and 
the Environment Agency 
had no concerns about the 
development. 

The site is 0.2 hectares in 
size and is surrounded by 
allotment land and a 
haulage yard. 

To the north of it, a 
development of 28 new 
homes has been built. 

Ann Caffall, senior plan¬ 
ning officer at ECDC, said in 
her report: “The proposal 
has respect for, and comple¬ 
ments, its setting at the edge 
of Stretham, and the overall 
design and layout of the 
individual buildings can be 
considered as making a 
positive contribution to the 
built form, rounding off the 
gateway to the village and its 
southern end. 

“Matters of highway safety 
and environmental protect¬ 
ion and safeguarding have 
been addressed and the 
application is therefore 
recommended for approval.” 

ECDC’s planning com¬ 
mittee followed planning 
officers’ recommendations 
and approved the proposals 
last week.

“They had sat down to talk about the 
baby when it quickly turned into a 
heated argument. 

“He didn’t believe it was his and 
believed she was cheating on him. 

“Mr Abbott started shouting and 
swearing before getting in Miss 


Hazlett’s face and screaming at her, 
getting closer and closer. 

“She put her hands out to stop him 
from coming any closer but he grabbed 
her throat with both hands and 
gripped tightly, strangling her. 

“Mr Abbot told her: Til punch that 
baby out of you and kill it’, before 
letting go.” 

Abbott, who now has an address at 
Mereside, Soham, pleaded guilty at Ely 
Magistrates’ Court last Thursday to a 
charge of assault by beating. 

However, Jacqui Baldwin, mitigating, 
said: “My client maintains that he 
grabbed her by the upper arms and 
pressed her against the wall, not that 
he strangled her. 


“He also disagrees with what Miss 
Hazlett says he said. 

“He simply uttered: ‘If I can’t have 
this baby then you’re not either’. 

“There were no injuries caused to 
the victim and my client is of previous 
good character.” 

Magistrates adjourned the case for 
pre-sentence reports to be prepared 
and warned Abbott that they were not 
ruling out a jail sentence. 

Abbott will appear at the city’s 
courthouse on September 23 for 
sentencing.

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Clean-up call 
for shopfront

SHOPPERS and traders are 
demanding action over an empty 
shop they claim has become “an 
eyesore”. 

The old Ocean Cargo store in The 
Cloisters, Ely, closed last summer after the 
business moved to the city’s High Street. 

It was used as a Christmas gifts shop 
during the festive season but has stood 
empty ever since and the store windows 
are now plastered with posters advertising 
community events and businesses. 

Passers-by and nearby traders are urging 
Milton Keynes-based company Dexter 
Brown, which manages The Cloisters, to 
take action. 

Marion Wilkinson, 56, of Barton Road, 
said: “The shop looks such a state. 

“It’s the first shop you see as you walk 
into The Cloisters off the Market Place so 
goodness knows what visitors think. 

“Whoever’s in charge of the shop needs 
to take the posters down and stop people 
from putting them up as it looks like one 
big scruffy notice board at the moment.” 

Barbara Curtis, who runs Curtis Crafts in 
a kiosk opposite the store, said: “The other 
traders and I have all commented on the 
state of it. It’s an eyesore. 

“We want to see the shop reopen not see 
posters hanging off all the windows, which 
are absolutely filthy. 

“Someone from Dexter Brown needs to 
come out here and sort it out as it just looks 
so scruffy.” 

Elaine Griffin-Singh, chairman of the Ely 
Traders’ Association, said the association 
had received no complaints about the state 
of the store.

But she said: “It does look tatty and 
scruffy and people are right to be comp¬ 
laining. 

“The shop is the main gateway to The 
Cloisters so it’s not a good image for the 
city.” 

The 3,140sq-feet store is currently on the 
market with Bidwells and rent is £55,000 
per year. 

Barry Woodhouse, a retail agent for the 
firm, said: “This store has been unfortun¬ 
ate as far as shops in Ely are concerned as 
the majority of other vacant stores have 
been taken over. 

“The problem with it is that it is too big 
for some, yet too small for others. 

“However, we have permission to after 
the front of the shop and will be doing that 
soon, as well as increasing our marketing 
campaign to get the premises occupied by 
a suitable tenant. 

“The issue with posters being put up in 
the windows would be something for 
Dexter Brown to deal with.” 

Dexter Brown was unavailable for 
comment.

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Raid turns 
up Illegal 
workers 


A CHINESE restaurant has 
been caught employing three 
illegal workers, with two other 
illegal immigrants found hiding 
in the upstairs flat. 

UK Border Agency officers raided the 
China Inn in Market Street, Ely, last 
Wednesday lunchtime. 

The enforcement operation was part 
of nationwide action by the UK Border 
Agency to tackle illegal working, sham 
marriages, bogus colleges and organ¬ 
ised immigration crime. 

Two male members of staff 
attempted to run, but were stopped 
before they left the premises. 

Immigration checks showed that 
both Malaysian men - aged 31 and 26 - 
were immigration offenders, having 
overstayed their visas. 

A third employee, a 32-year-old 
Malaysian woman working as a 
waitress, was also found to have 
overstayed her visa.

When officers checked the flat above 
the restaurant two further Malaysians, 
who had also remained in the country 
despite their visas running out, were 
discovered - a 29-year-old woman and 
a 33-year-old man. 

All five were arrested and remain in 
UKBA detention while arrangements 
are made for their removal from the 
country. 

The China Inn now faces a potential 
fine of up to £30,000 - £10,000 per 
illegal worker - unless it can prove that 
the correct pre-employment checks 
were carried out. 

Immigration officer Andy Morfill, 
from the UK Border Agency’s Local 
Immigration Team for Cambridgeshire 
and East Northamptonshire, said: 
“Those who use and exploit illegal 
workers face severe financial 
penalties.”

A FORMER music teacher 
has dramatically changed 
his plea and admitted to 
indecently assaulting 
three young boys.

Nostalgic trip to 
the Welsh valleys 


JENNIFER SHELTON interviews 
Hannah Waterman, the 
Eastender turned West End star

Wf Dennis Waterman 
V V for a dad and 
actress Patricia Maynard for 
a mum, you’d have put 
money on Hannah 
Waterman following her 
creative folks into the acting 
profession. But a young, 
wilful Hannah had ideas of 
her own. 

“I wanted to be a vet!” she 
laughs. “But I was never any good 
at science so it was a fairly 
ridiculous idea, really. 

“Any parent is always glad to see 
their child happy and able to 
support themselves. But most 
actors who have children would say 
that the last thing they want their 
child to be is an actor!” 

However, the theatrical blood 
was clearly coursing through her 
veins, and it was only natural that 
Hannah found herself treading the 
boards - best known for her 
portrayal of Laura Beale in 
EastEnders. 

This month she takes to the stage 
in Nina Bawden’s beloved 
children’s tale of magic mystery 
and nostalgia, Carrie s War, which 
has remained a classic for more 
than 30 years. After a successful 
run in the West End, the stage 
adaptation of this tale of two 
evacuated children and the 


characters they encounter is 
appearing in Cambridge, complete 
with a sterling cast. 

Scooping a role in the 
enchanting play is a particular 
pleasure for Hannah who grew up 
with the story as a girl. “I read the 
book as a kid and I loved it, it’s a 
lovely story which you can really 
get involved with. And the 
adaptation’s very true to the novel. 
“There are some very magical 
elements to the story, and it’s seen 



through a child’s eyes so there’s an 
innocence to it,” she says. 

“Yet it’s not all airy-fairy and 
mystical and magical, there’s a 
brutal, real side to it as well. And I 
think what’s lovely about it is that 
it’s a family story which really 
crosses the generations. There’s a 
resonance in it for the parents, the 
grandparents and the children. 

Quite often with theatre it’s not 
universal, and you couldn’t take 
your kids to it. But with this you 
absolutely can and I think that’s to 
be encouraged.” 

Carrie s War tells the story of 
two ordinary children who are 
evacuated to a Welsh mining town 
at the start of the Second World 
War. The play, also starring Brit 
screen favourite Brigit Forsyth - 
the formidable Thelma in Whatever 
Happened to the Likely Lads? - 
features an impressive 13-strong 
cast who will be adorning the tale 
with various Welsh songs and 
hymns - all performed live. 

Londoner Hannah - who lived 
with her husband, fellow 
EastEnders star Ricky Groves, in a 
village near St Neots until their 
recent split - can surely be forgiven 
for feeling a little apprehensive, as 


we all might, at the prospect of 
singing in a different language. 

“It’s quite a challenge because 
not only do I have to do a 
convincing Welsh accent - or 
hopefully convincing - amongst 
other Welsh people, I also have to 
speak in Welsh. And sing!” 

Hannah began acting at school 
and attended the National Youth 
Theatre before embarking on her 
own career in the business. She 
recently filmed an episode of 
comedy crime drama New Tricks, 
starring alongside her dad. 

Between 2000 and 2004 Hannah 
was known across the nation for 
her part as Laura Dunn - later 
Beale - in Eastenders. 

Hannah herself found romance 
on the Square and married Ricky 
Groves, who played Garry Hobbs, 
in 2006. The couple split in 
January this year. 

The Carrie s War tour will be 
keeping Hannah busy until the end 
of November and she is looking 
forward to bringing the play to 
audiences across the country. 

“As well as appealing to children 
it should provide a sort of nostalgic 
trip for the adults as well. It should 
be quite magical for everyone.”

The big film 



THE SWITCH 
certificate 12A 101m 

ORIGINALLY entitled The Baster, 
which succinctly sums up the 
intentions of this quirky romantic 
comedy, Josh Gordon and Will 
Speck’s film is a modern story of 
parenthood with two significant 
stumbling blocks: there is no 
sexual chemistry between the 
lead actors and Allan Loeb 
forgot to impregnate his script 
with big laughs. 

Jason Bateman is a gifted comic 
actor but his beleaguered hero 
is deeply unsympathetic. He’s a 
misery guts and once the 
character faces the 
repercussions of his actions, the 
subsequent emotional journey is 
too brief, culminating in an 
ultimatum for his love interest, 
played with customary ease by 
Jennifer Aniston. 

On paper, the two are an 
unlikely couple. On the big 
screen, they are completely 
mismatched. 

Wally Mars (Bateman) loves his 
best friend Kassie Larson 
(Aniston) but cannot declare his 
true feelings for fear of losing 
her. They have the kind of 
relationship where she talks 
bluntly about her cervix over 


dinner and he nods blankly. He 
is shocked when she 
announces her plan to have a 
child with the help of a donor. 
The lucky father-to-be, Roland 
(Patrick Wilson), is a charming 
blonde and poor Wally drowns 
his sorrows, only to accidentally 
destroy the freshly produced pot 
of sperm. He attempts to cover 
up his blunder by replenishing 
the sample and wakes the next 
morning with a hangover and no 
recollection of his actions. 

Seven years later, when Wally 
finally meets Kassie’s son, 
Sebastian (Thomas Robinson), 
he notices familiar behavioural 
ticks and suddenly the memory 
of that fateful night comes 


flooding back. 

The Switch grinds through the 
narrative gears without any 
sense of urgency, separating the 
lead characters for seven years 
so that Sebastian can grow up 
and start exhibiting some tell tale 
signs of his true parentage. 
Wilson is wasted in a thankless 
supporting role while Jeff 
Goldblum turns lacklustre lines 
into a giggle with his sarcastic 
delivery. Juliette Lewis is 
similarly impressive as the 
protective best friend, who 
doesn’t want Wally getting in the 
way of Kassie playing happy 
families. Without them, Gordon 
and Speck’s picture would be a 
massive bore.

Holiday's over, time 
for garden clean-up 


I f you’ve been away for 
the summer and 
returned to dried-up 
pots, overgrown borders 
and a mass of weeds, 
now’s the time to play 
catch-up before everything 
spirals out of control. 

Thanks to a pretty wet August, 
your grass will have grown but if 
it’s really long, don’t try to cut it 
short in one fell swoop or you’ll 
be cutting into thick brown stems 
which will leave your lawn 
looking like a mass of stubble. 

Instead, do the mowing in 
stages, raising the blades as high 
as possible initially and then 
lowering them a notch each time 
you mow subsequently, so the 
grass will soon grow leafy again. 

If your hanging baskets and 
containers have completely dried 
out, the plants may be beyond 
help so bite the bullet and empty 
the contents on to the compost 
heap - then you can get an early 
start with autumn displays and 
spring bulb plantings. 

Containers holding year-round 
interest plants, such as shrubs or 
evergreens, may benefit from 
being submerged in a bucket of 
water to re-wet the compost, but 
take care not to waterlog the 
plants. After re-wetting, robust 
architectural plants such as

phormiums and box can be lifted 
out of their containers with their 
root system intact to check if the 
compost has been completely 
soaked through. 

If no-one has picked your 
crops in your absence, you are 
likely to come home to a large 
amount of stringy, tough runner 
beans which will need to be put 
on the compost heap, and the 
plants will probably have stopped 
flowering. Pick all the beans off 
the plants, give them some 
tomato feed and they should start 
producing again. 

Tomatoes left unpicked and 
unwatered will be dead after two 
weeks, courgettes will have 
turned into marrows which have 
a more bitter flavour but are still 
edible, lettuces will have gone to 
seed and will need digging up 
and composting. 

However, you can just sow 
some more in their place. 


Carrots may have gone to seed 
but are still fine for eating. Herbs 
such as basil will have become 
quite bushy, so pinch out the tips 
and consider freezing some in 
ice cubes. 

Try to find some time to clear 
vacant rows in your veg patch 
and refill them with autumn and 
winter crops immediately. 

Borders should remain 
relatively unaffected if you’ve 
only had two weeks away and 
most areas have had some rain 
this August. However, plants 
such as sweet peas will have 
developed pods which will need 
cutting off so that they may 
flower again. All summer 
flowering plants will need 
deadheading and watering. 

The leaves of newly-planted 
shrubs may start to look dull if 
they’ve been exposed to 
prolonged dry weather. Cut back 
damaged perennials to where the 
stems seem to be green and 
healthy. Cut back all brown 
stems and leaves and water 
plants thoroughly. Don’t rely on 
rain alone. Established trees and 
shrubs are unlikely to have been 
affected while you were away. 

With the heavy rain over 
August, weeds will have grown 
and will be threatening to shed 
seeds - which will lead to more 
headaches next year if you don’t 


remove them now. 

Check your pond for foreign 
bodies which may have fallen in, 
such as birds or mice, and 
carefully remove and dispose of 
them. 

All perennial plants that have 
now finished flowering can 
either be cut down or left until 
the spring. Cutting them down 
makes for a tidy winter garden, 
but foliage, whether it be dead or 
alive, helps keep the garden 
warmer over winter, so it can be 
left if you can bear the 
unsightliness. 

In the greenhouse, give 
everything a good feed and 
water, deadhead flowering plants, 
harvest ripe crops and have a 
good clear-up as you prepare for 
autumn and winter. 

Don’t leave all these jobs for 
much longer, or you’ll end up 
leaving them all winter - which 
will give you double the work 
next spring. 

THREE WAYS TO ... 

Succeed with bulbs 

1. Stand pots of newly-planted 
bulbs on feet to allow better 
drainage and to prevent moisture 
seeping up from the ground, 
which will rot them. 

2. Your choice will depend on 
where you live. Good options for 
cold gardens include snowdrop,

crocus and narcissus, while 
sunny situations are better for 
tulip, allium, hyacinth, 
crocosmia and iris. 

3. In large beds and borders, 
repeat groups of the same variety 


through the planting, to amplify 
the effect. Avoid planting in 
straight lines, which usually only 
works in large-scale, formal 
schemes.

Citroen DS4 adds touch of futurism to past 



CITROEN’S LEGEND: The new DS4, left, and the original, right. 


CITROEN has always striven to 
stretch car design boundaries, 
and that long, proud tradition 
continues with the French firm’s 
latest model, the DS4. 

Following on from the DS3, it is the 
second model in the DS line-up, with 
the range name revived in tribute to 
the original, highly futuristic, DS of 
1955. 

The French firm has imbued the 
five-door DS4 with coupe-like lines to 
deliver dynamic styling within a 
compact footprint - the car is 4.27 
metres long by 1.81 metres wide - that 
also packs in much versatility. 

Citroen will show the car off at the 
Paris Motor Show on September 30, 
when it is also expected to reveal 
prices. The full DS4 range will arrive in 
Britain early in 2011. 

It will meet its main rivals, the 
Nissan Qashqai and the revised Ford 
Focus, head-on. The Blue Oval wants 
its best-selling Focus family car here 


in time for next year’s new spring 11- 
plate. 

To give the DS4 a more competitive 
edge over the opposition, Citroen says 
it will deliver an exceptional driving 
experience and outstanding road 
handling, with premium materials 
used throughout the cabin. Families 


will also appreciate the generous 370- 
litre boot and the DS4’s clutch of 
clever storage solutions. 

Up front, the Citroen’s cabin is done 
in cockpit style and is very driver- 
focused - all dominated by the large 
panoramic windscreen that extends 
backwards into the roofline. With the 


DS4 having a slightly higher stance 
than most rivals, driver visibility is 
good, with the firm’s designers 
wanting the person in control “to feel 
like they have the road at the tips of 
their fingers”. 

Owners can personalise the interior, 
too, with the DS4 having a choice of 
five leather combinations, including 
two-tone options. Range-topping 
models also get high quality leather 
on the dashboard and door panels, 
complete with a bracelet seating 
design that evokes the links of a watch 
strap. 

Added premium touches include 
chrome detailing on the air vent 
surrounds, the instrument cluster, 
gear lever, and the central console. 

The car’s back doors have flush 
handles, and there’s three full-sized 
rear seats. 

All engine choices are designed to 
deliver improved fuel economy and 
lower C02 emissions. Citroen has also 
come up with new e-diesel drivetrains 


that boost economy with the use of an 
improved alternator, an electronic 
gearbox, and a stop-start system that 
can restart the engine within 0.4 of a 
second. 

Citroen says 1.6-litre engines will be 
among both petrol and diesel 
offerings, with that 1.6 unleaded 
version developed jointly with BMW. 

Bells and whistles fitted to the DS4 
will include an assistance system that 
can make emergency calls for aid, a 
blind-spot monitoring system with 
ultrasound sensors and front fog 
lamps with cornering lights that pro¬ 
vide an extra beam to increase 
visibility when turning. 

The environment has been taken 
into account when putting the new 
Citroen together: The production 
process is said to be “ecologically 
focused”, and around 15 per cent of 
the 200kg of plastic used in the vehicle 
is derived from green, or recycled, 
sources. 



A RADICALLY different Suzuki Swift is now 
on sale.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a j’ob - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department.
